WELLAND - Canadian kids 
on skates seems a natural experi¬ 
ence but for many in Niagara it has 
slipped out of reach.

This year the second annual 
Skates for Kids kicked off at Ross 
Public School last week, which 
along with St. Anthony Catholic 
school in St Catharines, is a school 
where students need help. 

The drive hopes to attract 600 
“gently used" pairs of skates for each 
school by Sept 17. 

For Yochim, the appeal has a 
special meaning. He attended Ross 
School from kindergarten to Grade 
6 and hopes to see the whole school 
hit the ice at Welland Arena on Sept 
23. 

The Niagara St. school draws from 
an area on the west side of the city 
stretching down to Lincoln St 

“It’s a big area taking in Denistoun 
and all the neighbourhoods around 
us," said Ross teacher George 
Eliopoulos.

school had skates. 

The donated skates will be kept 
by the school and used In its skating 
program for years to come, he said.

What he thought was sauce- 
covered ravioli stuck together 
actually was a plastic deaning 
doth 

"I was sick for two days 
with diarrhea," Filion told The 
PelhamNEWS. 

This week he has contaded 
ConAgraFoods, which makes 
Chef Boyardee, the local con¬ 
venience store where he 
bought the can, the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency and 
the hospital for advice on food 
poisoning. 

The company representative 
on the phone apologized for the 
bad can of food, asked for code 
numbers and expiry date on the 
can to trace it and offered $30 in 
food vouchers, he said. 

“I was sick for two days, $30 
doesn’t seem Rke much,” he 

He was also asked to send the 
can and cloth back, “but once 
I did I’d have no proof it hap¬ 
pened," said the Haist St. resi¬ 
dent He did e-mail photos of 
the can and cloth. 


Dave lackson, a spokesman 
for ConAgraFoods at its head 
office in Omaha, Nebraska, said 
the company is disappointed 
about a customer receiving 
such an item. 

“It’s definitely not accept¬ 
able,” he said. 

He said he was glad Filion got 
in touch with the company and 
provided the numbers on the 
can and e-mailed photos. 

“It will allow us to investigate 
when it was packaged, where 
it came from so we can deter- 

Investigators follow the pro¬

'We try to make sure it won’t 
happen again,” Jackson said. 

"We wiU offer coupons or 
other forms of compensation to 
make it right with the customer"

While it may have acciden¬ 
tally fallen into the can, Filion is 
concerned that someone may 
have left it in as a prank.

process, he said. 

“It is a freak happening,” and 
he appredated apologies from 
the store manager and the com¬ 
pany's representative but he is 
concerned it may have been
